HE sound observation was made by someone 
that whenever a man denounces cheapness 
he has first made his own definition of it. 
We can see the truth in it every day in what 

is written and spoken about our economic position, 
or about a particular attitude towards the arts in general. 
The other day a well-known artist denounced the 

of cheapness, while in a recently published book on 
good manners the author, in giving a word of warning 
against the use of “ inflated ” language, informed his 
readers that they should not use the word inexpensive 
for cheapness. 

We refer to this warning to discuss a fallacy that has 
its roots deep in all discassions upon economics and 
esthetics. Is anyone guilty of inflated 
who says that an article is inexpensive? On the con- 
trary, we believe that he is guilty of inaccuracy when 
he says that an article is cheap when in reality it is 
inexpensive. Dictionaries are not a great help to us 
in this matter, but it is generally agreed that the popular 
conception of cheapness and dearness has been allowed 
to convey implications that have no relation to the 
fundamental meaning of value for money. These 
wrong implications have unfortunately distorted the 
views of many artists, and vitiated a true conception 
of art. The recent exhibition of Art and Industry, 
supported by the sound views upon the true objective 
of art ‘anit outlined by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, 
has helped in some degree to clear the minds of 
those who were genuinely confused when their theories 
upon esthetics were confronted with the doubtful 
relationship of the machine to art. 


It was always easy, of course, to assert that cheapness 
was to be avoided by everybody, and that it had a 
malign influence on our lives. Nevertheless, the idea 
persisted in thoughtful minds that cheapness had & 
quality overlooked by those who seemed determined 
not to recognise a fact proved by experience and wisdom 
—the fact that cheap and dear articles were being 
confused with inexpensive and expensive articles. 
Of the equally unfair accusation. of dearness, 
it would be true to say that the particular article 
in question was expensive, in the sense that because 
of the quality of material and workmanship it was 
well worth the selling price. It was the old argument 
over again. Even if we were unofficially permitted to 
choose between. say, the respective merits and values 
of silk and cotton, the choice was thoroughly muddled 
with the social and economic factor of shops and sales- 
manship, when an article might be not necessarily 
expensive, but in reality too dear. And that signifi- 
cance is not only important in an everyday domestic 
sense in our lives, but it is vital in any healthy conception 
of art. It is a conception that may not appear in the 
same light to all of us, but we feel we are on common 
ground in believing that art can have neither a healthy 
influence nor a lasting place in our lives unless it strives 
to eliminate every vestige of humbug. 

We cannot accept the belief that ‘‘ cheap and nasty ” 
must represent cause and effect. It is a heresy that 
gave its blessing to the principle of making good things 
only for the few by making them too expensive for 
general use and the multitude. And it is precisely 
here where the public has suffered from writers who 
have overstepped the limits between economic science 
and xsthetic philosophy. At one moment they are 
castigating the public for not insisting upon the finest 
quality in material, as if price were of no account and 
durability everything ; or again, they are condemning 
the tastelessness and vulgarity in design of the in- 
expensive article, as if taste and good workmanship 


were reserved for the best materials and high prices. 
There is a distinct weakness in the «esthetic philosophy . 
that fails to recognise the snobbery in the costly material 
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that “looks good,” and assumes that poor design must 
be associated with the inexpensive material and lower 

i Indeed, one is justified in believing that it is 
a faulty wsthetic philosophy that is. anti-social in 
practice, even if it is the result of an attitude that is 
innocent of intention. It is our point, therefore, 
that this attitude towards art values would be seen in 
its true light if there were a clearer understanding of 
the meaning of cheapness in its relation to inexpensive- 
ness. There would be fewer jibes and better art. 

In repudiating a snobbish and inaccurate belief, we 
would submit the more general proposition that the 
economic fitness of a product, in relation both to the 
function it is to fulfil and to the general purchasing 


capacity of the consuming public, has now become one” ~ 


of the main factors in estimating art-value, and its 
value to the public. It is a theory that requires further 
exploration, but there seems little doubt that it will 
be explored and reflected in the art of the future. 
On these lines, any estimation of art will be false without 
an accepted standard meaning of cheapness and in- 
expensiveness. There is room in the world for the 
expensive and inexpensive things that are, both of 
them, good value, while there is only economic and 
esthetic confusion in the significance that can be 
attached to the things that are loosely termed “ cheap ” 
and “ dear.” 


We are not wholly in agreement with those who 
submit the general statement that cheapness always 
means that an article is good value and therefore well 
worth the price, but, from the evidence of the last 
few years, we believe that many articles should be 
regarded as inexpensive in a true sense—in relation 
to the qualifications they fulfil. It is a commonplace 
that two articles of equal quality may be sold at different 
prices, and without making any attempt here to discuss 
the reasons or excuses for this difference, we merely 
say that the one at the lower price is the cheaper and 
is the miore desirable of the two, while the other at 
the higher price is dear. On this line of reasoning 
we arrive at the philosophy that cheapness is essentially 
a relative term implying that the same article is also 
sold at a higher price. There is an emphasis, therefore, 
upon dearness, which carries the implication that an 
article is not good value at the price. | 


@n the question of durability, which forms a part of 
the law of least cost, the point arises that the less 
expensive material may be dear ultimately, but it is 
a question of ethics and economies, and it is an individual 
concern involving wisdom and money. If we cannot 
afford the price of oak we must be content with deal. 
It is an old story, and it could go on endlessly if we 
realise that the manufacturer of the less expensive 
material might be able to prove easily that his was the 
more durable and, in his own words, more serviceable. 
But economics and ethics apart, it surely can never 
be a serious crime in xsthetics that we are compelled 
to purchase an inexpensive material! To call it an 
inferior article, because it is a different article and less 
expensive, is to beg the question. The meaning of art 
is debased if the limitations of its enjoyment are governed 
not by high capacity for appreciation, but merely by 
high capacity to purchase. 

The moral in its relation to the art of building is 
obvious. The demand for cheap houses is insistent, 
while almost every day the hope is expressed that 
they should be designed by competent architects. 
We believe that they have the best chance of succeeding 
in a difficult problem if they realise the importance 
of economic fitness and its significance in terms of art 
values. Let them design inexpensive houses that will 
be good value at their price, and let those who have 
set up their own god of cheapness work out their own 
philosophy.

with wife and children—who is given 
notice to make room for the 
lucrative holiday visitor, and the com. 
plaint of the overcrowded-room tenant 
who is forced into such circumstances 
by high rentals. These Ts quickly 
raise a residential claim and point to 
serious overcrowding and hardship 
when the summer letting commences,” 
There has been considerable municipal 
housing activity in the Borough since 
the war, the layout being well planned 
and the houses of good design. Some 
of the work has been carried out by un- 
employed labour and Public Assistance, 


ARCHITECTURAL 
RIBA and the control of 
Exhibition building are passing 
Policy. into the hands of the 


people. Building owners 
are ceasing to be individuals and are 
becoming committees, very often of 
elected representatives, such as in 
local authorities. The demand for 
education and the need for fulfilling 
it were recognised by the R.I.B.A. 
Council some time ago. Their first 
step was the setting up of the Public 
Relations Committee to investigate 
the problems. This Committee realised 
at once the important position in the 
means at their disposal occupied by 
the exhibitions. The Exhibition Sub- 
Committee, which is a subsidiary of 
the Art Standing Committee, were at 
that time producing exhibitions (e.g. 
the Transport and Commercial Archi- 
tecture Exhibitions) as resources per- 
mitted. In the autumn of last year, 
Mr. R. A. Duncan, who is a member 
of both the Public Relations Com- 
mittee and of the Exhibition Sub- 
Committee, presented a memorandum 
outlining a scheme for a big expansion 
of the existing exhibition system. 
This was approved by the Council in 
April of this year. e scheme pro- 
vides for the formation of a new de- 
partment in the Institute to administer 
the work controlled by the Exhibition 
Sub-Committee. Mr. George Marfell, 
B.A., has now been appointed Secretary 
of this department.

The 
second aim will be the continuous 
circulation of smaller subsidiary ex- 
hibitions, either general or on special 
sections of architecture. The next 
major exhibition to be held at the 
R.1LB.A. galleries in the spring of 
1936, will be something of an exception 
in that it is to consist of objects rather 
than photographs. It is to be called 
“Everyday Things,” and will aim at 
illustrating the architect’s influence 
on industry, both as designer and as 
selector. It is to be arranged in the 
following sections : Furniture, Utensils 
(including ceramics, silverware, cutlery, 
glass, fittings, clocks, church-plate, 
etc.), Textiles, Building Equipment, 
Building Finishes. | These sections 
will consist of actual articles (where 
practicable) together with photographs, 
drawings and diagrams. The value of 
this and the other “standing” ex- 
hibitions is obvious, and the R.I.B.A.

Work at Bungay Castle. 

The work of excavation at the Norman 
castle at Bungay, Suffolk, has now, we under- 
stand, been stopped.

War Clause in Building Contract. 
Caernarvon Town Council, at a recent meet- 
ing, were informed by the Town Clerk that 
a suggestion of the contractors for the town's 
housing scheme under the slum clearance 
to insert a clause in the contract that, 
in the event of this country being directly 
involved in war and prices of building 
materials thereby inflated beyond 20 per cent.

Guard Rails for Pedestrians. 

The Ministry of Transport is conducting ne- 
gotiations with the borough councils of Step- 
ney and Poplar, regarding a road safety 
experiment which is to be carried out in East 
London on a bigger scale than any hitherto 
attempted. The scheme provides for the erec- 
tion of pedestrian guard rails on each side 
of the main road from Gardiner’s Corner, 
Whitechapel, to Bow Bridge, Mile End, a 
stretch of highway three miles long. Auto- 
matic traffic signals are to be installed at 
every street intersection, and there will be 
pedestrian crossings where necessary.

MEETING IN ROME 


Dorie the week before last, architects 
from thirty-eight countries were in conference 
at Rome on a variety of questions. Nearly all 
of these are of importance to the profession 
in England as in other countries, and it is 
therefore worth while to consider, first, the 
subjects themselves, and, secondly, the ten- 
dencies which the discussion of these subjects 
brought into evidence. Before doing 50, 
however, it will be worth while to examine 
the manner in which they were selected and 
the purpose and function of the Permanent 
International Committee of Architects, which 
is the body responsible for the organisation 
of these conferences. 

The Comité Permanent des Architectes 
was founded in 1897 to organise periodical 
international con: at which matters of 
general interest to the profession could be 
debated and regulated, and as an inter- 
vational organisation which could keep archi- 
tects of the world in touch, both as regards 
design and composition. By its constitu- 
tion it is the architectural clearing-house 
of the world; it is mot intended to be a 
society of international architects, but a 
body representing the chief architectural 
societies of the world. Each country is 
represented by a section, of which the num- 
ber of members is fixed by the Bureau (or 
Council}, but of which the members are 
nominated by the architects of the country 
concerned, the essential qualifications being 
that remuneration should be by fees only, 
that there should be no connection with 
the business of a contractor, and that the 
code of professional conduct should be sub- 
scribed to by the candidates. The direction 
of the committee is in the hands of a council 
or burean composed of a president, vice- 
— a secretary- and assistant 
general secretary, and secretaries represent- 
ing the different national sections, who are 
elected annually, with the exception of the 
hon. secretary-general and assistant 
general sec , these being permanent 
appointments. headquarters are in 
Paris, nearly as possible, a central 
point for the majority of the nations repre- 
sented. 

In principle, three international meetings 
are held bi-annually, but in practice, owing 
to post-War difficulties, this rule has not 
been strictly observed: The Hague, 1927; 
Budapest, 1930; and Rome, 1936, is the 
record. It is, however, interesting to note 
that the membership has steadily imcreased 
from about 200 at The Hague to over 500 
at the recent in Rome. It is also 
interesting to note that this organisation is 
more truly international in character than 
the League of Nations itself, or most other 
professional organisations. Strangely enough, 
— the British committee has from the 
early days of the Permanent Committee made 
a large contribution to its activities, there is 
very little interest displayed by the archi- 
tects of Great Britain, or even those who 
are members of the British section of the 
C.P.LA. 

Turning from this general survey to the 
present congress, it may first be noted that 
the fear that delegates from England would 
unwelcome in Rome at resent 
time proved to be quite unfounded: the 
welcome extended to those who came to Rome 
for the Congress was, if possible, rather more 
cordial than usual, and this also applies to 
cach of the countries represented. — 

The subjects selected for discussion in- 
cluded: (1) the properties and use of, new 
materials and their effect on design; (2) the 
sphere of the official and private architect in 
the design of public buildings, bridges and 
civic Improvements ; (3) the means by which 
the public and official bodies can be made 


aware of the value of the ‘services which 
competent architects can render to.the com- 
mumity; (4) the standardisation of collective 
habitations; (5) underground construetion 


and circulation and protection from aerial 
attack; (6) architectural copyright; and (7) 
national and international competitions in 
architecture. 

From the papers sent in by each national 
section, which form the basis for discussion at 
meetings of the Congress, it can be said that 
in the use of new materials there was a general 
acceptance of the view that the more extreme 
examples of “‘ modernism "’ in design are now 
out of date. It is interesting to note that the 
representative of the Soviets expressed the

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view that modern solutions to architectural 
design and construction should be based on a 
full knowledge and appreciation of classic 
examples. In the discussion on the second 
“‘ theme ” a diversity of views was apparent, 
as different countries interpreted the subject 
in different ways. There was general agree- 
ment with the view—expressed by some Italian 
delegates—that the only person who should 
be entrusted with problems of civic improve- 
ment and town planning was the man who 
had architectural training, who alone, as Dr. 
Slouthouwer (Netherlands) put it, “ could 
act as the conductor of the architectural 
orchestra."’ For this reason it was generally 
a that although official architects of 

vernment departments or the great cities 
were usually qualified to deal with such ques- 
tions, the same could not be said of the 
smaller towns and villages, where the private 
architect could be of t assistance in the 
solution of town-planning problems. 

In the discussion on the third subject, a 
tribute was paid to the British Committee of 
the C.P.LA. for the clear and logical state- 
ment made, and it was recommended that 
these preliminary statements should all be 
submitted anonymously as representing the 
view of the section as a whole. There was 
also general agreement with the conclusion of 
the British Section that the first step was to 
ensure that architects were fully qualified, and 
that, when this had been done, eagh archi- 
tectural society could with justice use all 
possible means to make known the advan 
of employing a qualified architect. The view 
was expressed that it would be desirable 
that only ps sm prepared qualified archi- 
tects should be considered by local or State 
authorities when consent for new buildings 
waé applied-for. The discussion on the next 
subject, the standardisation of collective 
habitations, did not produce any new ideas 
apart from ‘those elaborated in the preliminary 


- statements, which also applies to the dis- 


cussion -on the subject of underground con- 
stfaction and commuttications, with two 


treaty of Berne, as —— at Berlin in 1928,

inclading the U.S.S.R. It was decided to 
recommend the C.P.LA. to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the present position in 
all countries and to make recommendations 
with to possible action in the adoption 
of a universal — code. . 

On the seventh and final subject, the 
Italians had a good deal to say, as it appears 
that competitions are, at present, more often 
irregularly than well organised in their country. 
A resolution was agreed to that competitions 
should be in two stages—-the first stage being 
for a set of sketch designs to a small scale, 
and the second, which should be limited to 
those selected in the first stage, to be a com- 
petition of a more detailed character. It was 
also recommended that conditions should be 
clear and explicit, and binding on the pro- 
moters, jury and competitors, and that as 
soon as practicable, competition conditions in 
all countries should be identical in their 
general conditions, both for national and inter- 
national competitions. 

The President of the C.P.1.A. announced at 
the final session of the Congress that an inter- 
national committee of five members had been 
appointed to confer with the Secretariat of 
the League of Nations and the Institate of 
Intellectual Co-operation to fix definitely the 
conditions of international competitions, and 
that there was every reason to hope that this 
question would be settled before the next 
International Congress, which would take 
place in. Paris during the International 
Exhibition in 1937. 

In conclusion, it may be —— er note 
that the welcome given to foreign egates 
was extremely cordial, and that the Italian 
committee did. everything possible to make 
the proceedings both and instruc- 
tive by interspersing the business meetings 
with visits to modern buildings and places of 
interest, which. will: be. referred.to in. our

As regards Mr. ‘Turner's statement: 
‘Should neither the sub-contractor nor the 
merchant allow these discounts by reason of 
the fact that, in quoting the architect he had 

uoted nett, then the general contractor 

should add these psn to his final 
account ’’ : this would seem to be incorrect, 
because in Clause 15 the sub-contractor 
binds himself to allow the contractor a cash 
discount of 24 per cent. (see the following 
extract) : 


" Ne nominated Sub-Contractor shall be 
employed upon or in connection with the 
works against whom the Contractor shall 
make reasonable objection or (save where 
the Architect and Contractor shall otherwise 
agree) who will not enter into a Sub-Contract 
providing : (3) That payment less only cash 
discount of 24 per cent. shall be made to the 
nominated Sub-Contractor by the Contractor 
within fourteen days of his receipt of the 
Architect’s certificate under Clause 25 here- 
of which includes the value of such Sub- 
Contractor’s work.” 

The reason for my being able to arrive at 
different results in the interpretation of 
Clause 24 (b) is that in this clause one 

: “The provisional sums . . . shall be 
payable by the Contractor without discount 
or deduction except the appropriate cash 
discount as hereinbefore mentioned .. .’’; 
and later: ‘“‘At the settlement of the 
accounts the amount paid by the Contractor 
to the said Sub-Contractors [including a cash 
discount of 2} per cent.) Therefore 
the discount which was not contained in the 
amount paid to the sub-contractors a) 


later in the same amount—which is not am-. 


biguous, but meaningless. 

Another point which has considerable im- 
portance in the interpretation of Clauses 24 
(a) and 24 (6) is that when the expression 
**the amount paid to the said Sub-Contrac- 
tors or Suppliers” is used, the meaning 
would appear to be “either the amount paid 
to the said Sub-Contractors or the amount 
paid to the said Suppliers.”” If it is desired 
to pav both of them then the expression 
should be “ the amount paid to the said Sub- 
Contractors and the said suppliers.” If 
the intention is to pay either one or both, 
the phrase shonld read “the amount paid to 
the said Sub-Contractors and/or the said 
Suppliers.” 

Thus in that portion of Clause 24 (6) 
which reads: “At the settlement of the 
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accounts the amount paid by the Contractor 
to the said Sub-Contractors or Suppliers (in- 
cluding a cash discount of 24 per cent.) and 
the said value of such works executed by the 
Contractor shall be set against all such pro- 
visional sums or any sum provided for addi- 
tional works, and the balance . . . shall be 
added to or from 
sum ; ” it would appear possible to 
tain four different results.

Fishenden v. Higgs & Hill: Easements of 
Srr,—Since judgment was given in the 
Court of Appeal in the case of Fishenden v. 
Higgs and Hill, I have heard references made 
to this case, as if the judgment could be 
rded as an absolute test as to the attitude 
of the Court of Appeal in other cases in the 
matter of granting injunctions. I find, how- 
ever, that, in the opinion of eminent counsel, 
the circumstances were such as to prevent this 
judgment from being regarded, in any sense, 
as an absolute test. A well-known member 
of the Chancery Bar recently expressed the 
opinion that the delay in notifying the 
defendants of the loss of light that the 
Daylight Plans indicated had a material 
effect in influencing the Court of Appeal, 
when an inquiry as to damages was ordered, 
in lieu of the mandatory injunction granted 
by Mr. Justice Crossman. 
_ I have carefully read through the entire 
judgment in the Court of Appeal, of which I 
have a copy, and I find that the only judge in 
the High Court who alluded in detail to this 
point was Lord Justice Romer. The Master 
of the Rolls (Lord Hanworth), in his judg- 
ment, quoted the letter from Messrs. Burnett 
and Eprile, dated July 12, 1934, verbatim: 
but to Lord Justice Romer was left the task of 
indicating the extent to which the delay, 
after receipt of that letter, influenced their 
Lordships’ minds. Lord Justice Maugham, 
after dwelling on other points, concluded his 
judgment by saying :— 

“I agree with my learned brethren in 
thinking that there must be here an inquiry 
as ee in a of an injunction, and 
in o respects concur with w 
they have said.” 

The words of Lord Justice Romer were as 
follows :— 


“When the plaintiff's attention was first 
called to the proposed erection by the de- 
fendants of the flats on the site of Chester- 
field House, Mr. Cole, acting on behalf of the 
plaintiff, wrote to Messrs. Burnett and Eprile. 
who were acting as architects on behalf of 
the defendants, saying that he was very per- 
turbed as to the effect of their proposed new 
building and that he must ask them to con- 
sider some adjustment with regard to the 
projecting wing. Now that is the only thing 
of which he complained at that time. Mr. 
Burnett has told us that, as a consequence of 
that fact, namely, that Mr. Cole only com- 
plained of the projecting wing, he did not 
trouble further about the possible effect on 
the plaintiff's building of the main part of 
the proposed new flats, because he said this : 

When Mr. Cole wrote to us objecting to 
the projecting wing and did not mention the

3. A list of assessors to be deposited at the 
R.L.B.A., selected by ballot of all members, 
and the assessor in each competition to be 
drawn by lot, after the drawings are sent in. 
The conditions to be drawn up by a com 
mittee elected by the assessors (not the com- 
petitions committee). 

4. No member of the Competitions Commit- 
tee to be allowed to act as assessor or compete 
in competitions. 

The object of these s ions is not to 
reflect on the integrity of the eminent assessors 
now appointed, but to ensure that competitors 
do not dress up their plans with stylistic and 
antique dresses to suit the assessors’ personal 
tastes.

The Residential Aspect of Seaside Resorts.

4 Seer Sm,—I wish to draw attention to those 
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to the seaside for @ few weeks for pleasure. 
There is another aspect to this question—the 
int of view of the resident. Mr. Dougill 
ints a very gtaphie picture of the changes 
ing wrought in the seaside resorts owing 
to the facilities of transport which have 
entirely altered the class of visitors to many 
of the resorts, and even in the case of 
visitors he speaks of the migration of those 
who seck the least popularised resorts and 
are driven further and further afield, and he 
sts certain remedies for securing the 
amenities of the seaside. These, however, 
take no account of the resident who, having 
selected a seaside residence on account of the 
amenities of the spot. is tied to it and cannot 
migrate at will. The resident’s point of 
view is nearly entirely opposed to that of the 
visitor, and some of the remedies suggested, 
as for instance the lengthening of the holiday 
season, would only tend to drive the resident 
from his seaside home. 


Then the second suggestion—that in order 
to secure continuity of employment, “ new 
and perhaps complementa industries ”’ 
might be ‘‘ generated ’’—would also tend to 
destroy the value of the seaside resorts for 
residential purposes. As it is, the lar, 
seasonal influx of visitors tends to spoil the 
smaller resorts by the building of small 
houses for the accommodation of those 
required for the conduct of the holiday 
season. 

The fact is that the local authorities, es- 
pecially in the smaller beauty spots which 
were residential areas, have failed to grasp 
the asset that was placed in their hands. 
These councils are mostly constituted of 
tradesmen, and they have aimed at popularis- 
ing their resorts for visitors, and overlook the 
permanent element that existed in the resi- 
dent population which. made for continuity of 
employment. The model they have chosen to 
adopt lies somewhere between B 1 and 
Bournemouth, and they have no other ideas. 
Some of them are beginning to realise the 
mistake they have made, as in place of a 
population paying all through the year and 
employing labour continuously, reinforced by 
a class of visitor in the season who came year 
after year and took rooms for long ilome 
they have introduced a class of visitor indiffer- 
ent to the natural beauties of the districts and 
only seeking those pleasures of an artificial 
nature it can provide, a class which spends 
tittle during its brief visits except upon 
that form of amusement. The apartment 
houses which used to let good rooms for long 
Se are being replaced by cheap boarding- 
porge which in the winter find no support, 
protean: of the smaller resorts is 
Porous there is the threat of the holiday

All this takes considerable time and involves 
a large amount of work for clerical staff and 
— coupled with the unavoidable 
postal delay in awaiting replies from mer- 
chants and sub-contractors. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the contractor has no option but 
to rush the estimate at the last minute. 


The point I wish to emphasise is this : The 
client is without doubt paying considerably 
more for his building than he would do were 
the contractors given more time in which to 
prepare their estimates. I feel sure that in 
many cases- the architects or surveyors 
honestly imagine that the week allowed is not 
causing any rush whatever. Contractors are 
not overburdened with big staffs these days 
awaiting the arrival of bills of quantities, and 
are therefore unable to turn their attention 
immediately to these fresh demands. An 
estimator’s lot is not a happy one, and the 
disappointments are many; overtime is 
habitual in order to cope with the unreason- 
able demands. 

It is quite time that clients, architects and 
surveyors realised that, however small the 
‘* job,” contractors should be given the utmost 
time possible, and in any case not less than a 
fortnight. B/M SN3F.

Unemployment in the Painting Trade. 


In the course of a letter, Mr. J. A. Gibson, 
General Secre of the National Amalga- 
mated Society of Operative House and Shi 
Painters and Decorators, states that, wi 
winter approaching, the unemployment figures 
will again begin to rise; this will be particu- 
larly the case in the painting trade. “* I want 
to appeal,” he continues, “ to the public to 
realise that there is no longer any justification 
for believing that painting work, and particu- 
larly interior work, cannot be done in winter 
satisfactorily. Improved paints and methods 
have made it possible to execute work with 
a minimum of inconvenience. Furthermore, 
periodic painting, quite apart from the deco- 
rative effect; is sound economically. Neglect 
not only means a rapid depreciation of the 
value of the property, there is the accumula- 
tion of dirt and dust in the rooms that makes 
them insanitary. Our homes and buildings 
need brightening up. May I therefore a peal 
to all local governing bodies, large i, 
landlords and the house owner to have a look 
round and see if it is not ible to put some 
painting work in hand. e can do much to 


mitigate the evil effects of unemployment by 
co-operation, and it is in this connection that 
I most urgently appeal for the help of all 
concerned,”’

He deals with gi 
eminent architects of the 
ladio, Bernini, Inigo Jones, Francois 
the younger Gabriel and Wren, and his aim 
has been, as he states in the preface, ty 
‘* disentangle the personality of each of these 
famous architects, and to present some ides 
of the sort of men they actually were, so jar 
as one can form any opinion from their work 
and the records that exist.”’ 

In this aim he has succeeded admirably, 
Essays on the lives of long-dead architects 
might in some hands make very dull reading, 
but, as one would naturally expect, Sir 
Reginald contrives to ‘‘ make the bones 


_ live,” bringing to his task not only great 


erudition and literary ability, but no small 
amount of wit. 

So far as possible, Sir Reginald traces the 
antecedents of his six architects, shows how 
their opportunities arose, notes their growth 
as artists, describes and appraises the architec- 
tural qualities of their ge works, and 
relates each man to the life of his times and 
to the background of poor A The essays 
do not profess to be anything more than 
summaries, but considering their brevity they 
have an extraordinary effect of completeness, 
and leave on the mind a vivid impression of 
the personalities of the six men. e author 
seizes the essentials in each case and sets 
them forth in masterly fashion, and after read- 
ing these essays we feel that we have been 
in touch with living persons, have understood 
the workings of their minds, their limitations, 
their virtues and the reasons for their success 
as architects. 

To do so much in so small a s is @ con- 
siderable achievement, but Sir Reginald does 
more; he contrives to relate the past to the 
present, and in so doing delivers many a 
doughty blow at what he has described as 
** Modernismus’’ and the ‘* Modernismists.” 
“I wholly dissent,” he writes, ‘‘ from the 
Bolshevism now rampant in the arts, that 
disease . . . which offers weird geometrical 
diagrams, empty picture frames, disgus 

nting, shapeless lumps of negroid horrors 
coiaienia: packing-cases with holes in at 
regular intervals as architecture, unpleasant 
noises as music and gibberish as literature. The 
whole of this false modernism is based on the 
assumption that the past can be treated as 
non-existent, and. that people can start ‘de 
novo,’ as if they had been dropped on to the 
earth out of space from some unknown and 
unknowable planet.” 

Many will agree with this hearty denuncia- 
tion, but Sir Reginald would probably admit 
that, so far as architecture at least is con- 
cerned, there is a sane and_ healthy 
modernism, arising out of new forms of con- 
struction to which the old ‘‘ fagade’’ type of 
design cannot be logically applied. Sir 
Reginald calls attention to an_ historical 
example of misapplied ‘‘ facading '’ when he 
refers to Palladio's casing of the Sala delle 

ione at Vicenza, which he describes a* 
“elaborate and artificial, a characteristic 
example of the Italian weakness for facades, 
concealing something very different behind ap 
imposing front.” If the modern movement 
has done nothing else, it has at least shown 
the inappropriateness to steel structure and 
reinforced concrete of ‘‘ fagade architecture | 
of the copybook-type, and has caused archi- 
tects to attempt to give their designs appro 
priate elevational expression. ;

This block of flats faces Putney Heath, 
between Park-lane and Putney Hill, and has 
uninterrupted views southwards across 
Wimbledon Common and westwards across 
Roehampton and Richmond Parks, with 
meadows and orchards in the foreground.

““ Woodberry Hall,” Green Lanes, N. 

When the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union recently found their area No. 1 branch 
offices in the City-road no longer adequate, 
they took from the Ecclesiastical Commission- 
ers a long lease of a large old house and 
grounds near the new Manor House Station, 
and by alterations and extensions obtained 
large, convenient decentralised offices in almost 
ideal surroundings. Feeling at the same time 
—owing to its rapid growth—the need for 
adequate accommodation for small committees 
as well as larger meetings, the Union took the 
opportunity to erect on the site of the old 
coach-house and stabling the conference hall, 
illustrated by the plans and —— now 
reproduced. This was — in August b 
Mr. Ernest Bevin, and on the ground- 
floor two committee rooms, waiting-room and 
kitchen, linking up with the office block by 
means of a porch on the south. Upstairs is 
the main hall, the main approach to which is 
by means of the double external staircase next 
the road. This hal] has an open roof with 
lay-lights giving shadowless artificial lighting 
on the “G.V.D.”" system. Elevationally the 
building adds a note of interest to a fine wide 
road, which has at present none too much 
of architectural character. 

Central heating has been installed by 
Messrs. Walter Cowen, Ltd., served from the 
basement of the office block by means of an 
underground duct and electric accelerator. 
Hot water is provided by se gas-heaters 
in the kitchen and lavatories. The modelled 
monogram and cartouche on the front is by 
Messrs. E. J. and A. T. Bradford; the facings 
are Lamb’s rustic multi-colour wirecuts with 
artificial stone dressings. The constructional 
floors were executed by Messrs. Diespeker and 
Co., Ltd., and finished with hardw polished 
block flooring by Messrs. Hollis Bros., Ltd. 
The ironmongery, etc., is by Messrs. Yannedis, 
the electri installation, including flood- 
lighting to the main front, by Messrs. F. L. 

cGhee and Co., while the general contractors 
are Messrs. W. J. Cearns, Ltd., who also 
carried out the structural steelwork making, 
with the office block, a contract of abont 
£10,000. 

The architect is Mr. R. 8. Bowers, 
F.R.LB.A., who has seen the job through 
since the dissolution of partnership of Messrs. 
Culpin and Bowers. 


Barrsbrook Farm, Guildford-road, Chertsey. 
Tt is not often that an architect has an 
oppartenee nowadays of designing the lay-out 
ol a new farm, although many existing farms 
have been converted into building estates. 
The illustrations now reproduced show a 
moderate-sized stud and farm recently 
formed at Chertsey, Surrey, with a long front- 
age to the Guildford-road. The old-fashioned 
farmyard, now practically useless on account 
of the introduction of motor transport in place 
of teams of horses, has been discarded, and 
the lay-out consists of three separate depart- 
‘ents with convenient communication between 
them. There is, first, the farmhouse with 
stable yard and loose-boxes for pedigree horses, 
a roadway leading to the exercising ring. 
second, the cattleyard with the cow-house, and 
‘hird, the cottage and poultry-runs. The farm- 
house amd part of the cow-house are faced 
with Crowborough bricks, the rest are of 
‘imber construction treated with Solignum. 
The roofs are covered with red hand-made 
ules. The accommodation of the house com- 
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prises six bedrooms fitted with basins, two 
reception rooms, kitchen, scullery, two bath- 
rooms, lavatories, ample cupboards, re- 
frigerator, etc. The doors throughout are 
flush, and to the principal rooms in oak. There 
is a — garage or coach-house. 

The loose boxes have saddle-rooms and 
fodder stores attached, and are fitted with 
false ceilings —o of straw suspended on 
wire netting which keeps them cool in summer 
and warm in winter. The cow-house, with 
tying for 40 cows, is fitted with calf pens, 
fodder store and a complete dairy equipment 
with water from a wal, thus securing cold 
water for the coolers in the summertime. From 
the cow-house there is a wide cinder path lead- 
ing to the pastures beyond. The lines of the 
loose-boxes and cow-sheds show a slight break 
in their length, which is helpful to the perspec- 
tive view of the lay-out, and in the case of 
the cow-house minimises the disadvantage of 
a draught through. 

The architect is Mr. Paul Hoffmann, and 
the buildings were erected by local labour. 


Milk Condensary and Warehouses, 
Milnthorpe. 

The Chicago firm of Libby, McNeill and 
Libby, Ltd., recently purchased a site ad- 
joining Milnthorpe railway station (L.M.8.), 

uth Westmorland. The condensary proper 
is a large, one-story building, and consists of 
boiler-house, mechanics’ shops and workshops, 
and the milk-canning factory. Adjoining the 
boiler-house are five large coal bunkers, over 
which a 7 pa railroad is laid, the 
wagons of tipping direct into these 
bunkers. The front part of the building is 
planned two stories in height, and consists 
of receiving room, the creamery, cooling room, 
testing room, laboratory, and stores, on the 
pr floor, and on the second floor are the 
offices. 

Elevations are purely an expression of the 
plan. They are without external ornamenta- 
tion. The main feature of the front is a lon 
cantilevered canopy having a projection 0 
12 ft., which gives shelter to lorries delivering 
to the receiving room. The building is a 
steel-framed structure throughout, and all the 
floors are of reinforced concrete. All the 
elevations and also the chimney, which is 
130 ft. high, are faced with a dun-coloured 
rustic brick, a slight relief being obtained by 
means of reconstructed stone dressings faced 


in “‘ Snowerete ’ cement. All the windows 
are steel windows, all — lights being 
fitted with special copper mesh screens s0 a6 
to prevent the entry of flies and insects. The 
flat roofs are finished with halt. 

The architect is Mr. alstead Best, 
F.R.LB.A., and the general contractors 
Messrs. Atherton Bros., Peter-street Saw 
Mills, Blackpool. Among the sub-contractors 
are :—John Booth and Sons, Ltd., steelwork ;

TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


47th ANNUAL COUNTRY MEETING 


Tus 17th annual country meeting of the 
Town Planning Institute was held over the 
week-end at when a body 
of members and their friends attended, 
the presidency of Major Leslie 
M.Inst.C.E.

THE DEVELOPMENT AND PLANNING 
OF EASTBOURNE. 

The lecturer, after 
history of Eastbourne (or Bourne, as it wa 
then called) from the Geolithie period, said 
that the early nesta sg of the town, apart 
from that around the old church, was just 
east of the site of the pier; known. os the Acs 
Houses, where the children of George Til 
stayed in 1780. In 1815 a-chain of artello 
towers was built to prevent the landing of 
Napoleon, of which seven were constru 
in the borough, the Wish Tower 
and the Great Redoubt, the last named be 
a fort havi accommodation for 350 men 
1] guns. for turning this fort into a 
concert hall, or, alternatively, a bathing pool, 
had now been prepared. 

Modern Eastbourne, however, dated from 
the advent of the railway in 1849, when five- 
sixths of the area of the borough was vested 
in the Devonshire and Gilbert families, who 

ed to develop their estates—the 
‘ormer on the sea front and the latter to the 
north in the Up district. ‘‘ The 
history of this growth of the town from a 
few houses around the old church, connected 
by a highway on the site of an old Roman 
Road to scattered houses near the site of the 
Pier Head, to its present development is 
bably,”’ said the lecturer, “one of the 
finest examples. in this country of modern 
town planning—before such a term was 
known. It has proved the great advantage 
to be gained, where a large estate is designed, 
developed and contro by sane restrictive 
conveyances in building covenants, by one 
individual having high ideals, professional 
ability, a continuity of policy and the 
financi i to carry his projects 
through.” 

The seventh Duke of Devonshire, continued 
the author, was fortunate in having for his 
agent the late Mr. G. A. Wallis, M.Inst.C.E., 
later on the first Mayor of the town, who 
wag the inspirer of the whole of the —_ 
ment of the area the Pier westward, 

ving himself not only an able engineer, 
but a far-seeing town-planner. His early 
work in 1872 was to construct an extension 
of the seawall, previously built from the Pier 
to the Wish Tower, for 14 miles westward 
to Holywell at the base of a cliff 60 ft. in 
height, afterwards cutting out of the cliff the

Modern Eastbourne. 

To come to more modern times, when the 
author was appointed in 1920, the main 
approaches to tbhourne were definitely un- 
satisfactory. On the west, the road from 
Brighton was a narrow rural road in an 
appalling condition; on the north, the high- 
way through the village of Willingdon con- 
tained difficult twists in a narrow road—in 

rts less than 14 ft. in width—and on the 

st the approach from Bexhill was through 
a twisting narrow road, in places down to 
10 ft. 6in. in width—with three sections 
having five-mile speed limits. The effect of 
these unsatisfactory approaches was that 
Eastbourne was to a great extent isolated 
and shunned by pleasure motor traffic. 

The first proposal approved by the Council 
was to widen the carriageway of the road 
westward towards Seaford to a 27 ft. lage- 
pe Si and 9 ft. footpath for a length of 14 
miles to the Borough eT e simple 
expedient was then ‘adop’ of directing 
traffic by this route to Brighton, when the

Housing in Eastbourne. 

On the correlated subject of sm « East- 
bourne had, possibly to the surprise of many, 
erected since 1920 947 houses including i 
two-storied, three-roomed flats, and contracts 
had been let for a farther 76, and this in spite 
of the fact that, as quoted in Parliament, it 
was the only town without slums. While it 
was the duty of every town to assist in the 
housing problem, the question of unemploy- 
ment in a seaside resort had its peculiarities. 
Not only was there the chronic out-of-season 
demand for work by ex-waiters, entertainment 
attendants, and men totally unsuited to heavy 
manual work, but there was a not unnatural 
flow of the unemployed element to seaside 
towns, attracted oftentimes by the hope of 
casual labour or the possibility of obtaining a 
house in which the wife could let lodgings. 
The responsibility, through overbuilding work- 
ing-class houses, of attracting a large number 
of unemployed into an area where the output 
of work, even with regular employees, was not 
encouraged by the general holiday spirit pre- 
vailing, and in which there were, and never 
would be other than, already fully manned 
purely domestic industries, was a serious one. 
Quite apart from the heavy drain on local 
rates on oftentimes unproductive works, there 
was the national aspect of the physical and 
moral degeneration that must result therefrom. 
For those reasons the question as to when the 
local authority of a health resort should cease 
to provide houses which atracted outside un- 
employed families for which no permanent 
employment was ever ible, and which were 
oftentimes simply lodging-houses subsidised by 
local and national moneys, in which the 
tenants might receive more than the rents 

id. was a problem of more than usual 
intricacy. 
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“One of the present-day problems, con- 
eluded the lecturer, is of flat 
development incidental to a town with such 

areas occupied by big houses, some of 
which have, due to modern conditions, become 
unlettable or unsaleable as such. Density 
regulations are not sufficient to preserve the 
amenities of these areas, for, while in lease- 
hold properties estate restrictions may prove 
effective, the purchase by individuals only 
financially interested can result in the com- 
aratively small houses in large gardens being 
ivided into small and often unsatisfactory 
flats that tend to deteriorate the character of 
the neighbourhood. Consent is being asked for 
in the Eastbourne Town Planning Scheme to 
regulate the — floor area of flats, vary- 
ing with the density zoning, to overcome this 
difficulty. It is also proposed only to allow 
flats with consent in the higher density zones, 
as experience shows, especially in a pleasure 
resort, that there is a great temptation to turn 
small houses into flats devoid of suitable or 
even necessary sanitary accommodation. This 
results in a depreciation in the value of neigh- 
bouring properties, unfairness to abutting 
owners, and detriment to rateable values.”’ 

In proposing a vote of thanks to the Presi- 
dent, Dr. Adams said that he feared that too 
many engineers developed their imagination 
too much on the lines of the town next door 
rather than on thé lines of the town they 
were in—which detracted from the progres- 
sive interest on their part. In regard to 
Eastbourne, he had observed one feature— 
the fact that the restrictive character of the 
regulations imposed by landowners was based 
on very positive, constructive town-planning. 
The town had not been developed by means 
of restrictions but by good initial planning, 
on the basis of which logical restrictions were 
drawn up. 

Dr. R. C. Maxwell, seconding the vote, 
referred to the problem of parking cars. 
Why, he asked, should the roads at the sea- 
side be littered up with cars that come for 
the day? That Kind of thing had got to 


stop, and he suggested that the big new 
powers of the Restriction of Ribbon Develop- 
ment Act should be extensively used by all 
resorts, to keep such cars off the roads and 
make them use the appointed parking places.

cluding Beachy Head, and had secured them 
for all time. The passing of legislation 
enabling local authorities to plan their areas 
and surroundings had led to more intensive 
planning work by the Eastbourne Corpora. 
tion, and to an extension of the area of control 
to embrace the whole of the local authorities 
in the county. Regarding the preservation of 
downland, following the lead of the East- 
bourne Corporation, the Councils of adjacent 
districts had done, and were doing, much, in 
conjunction with public-spirited owners in 
their districts, and with the hearty - 
tion of the East Sussex County Roem. t 

reserve the Downs. The Hailsham Rural 

istrict Council had already made and sub- 
mitted to the Minister for consideration a 
scheme covering the Downland in their area. 
Pending the balding of the usual public local 
inquiry, it would be improper for him to 
express any opinion upon that scheme (though 
he would mention that long before he knew

HOUSING MAINTENANCE 


Tue Ministry of Health has issued a use 
ful summary of the principal provisions of 
the Housing Acts and Public Health Acts in 
relation to the maintenance of dwelli 
houses in a reasonably fit condition for 
human habitation (H.M. Stationery Offices : 
32 / 9999 ; 2d. net). Digests of the 
Housing Act, 1925; the Housing Act, 1930 
(as amended the Housing Act, 1935); and 
the Housing (Rural Workers) Act, 1926; and 
of local authorities’ powers under Public 
Health Acts are given. 


Sections 6 and 7 of the Housing Act, 
1925, as amended by Section 68 of the Hous- 
ing Act, 1935, give local authorities the 
powers of making and enforcing by-laws with 
respect to houses intended or used for occu 
pation by the working classes whether let 
ia lodgings or occupied by members of more 
= one family or occupied by one family 


The following are the purposes for which

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MODERN INFLUENCES IN HOUSE 
DESIGN 


Tus twenty-fourth annual conference of 
the British Commercial Gas Association was 
held at Edinburgh from September 28 to 
October 1, when a number of papers on dif- 


ferent of the industry were read. 
Mr. E. J. MacRae, F.R.I.B.A., City Archi- 
tect, City of Edinburgh, gave a paper 


on ‘‘ Modern Influences in House Design,” 
in the course of which he said the National 
Housing Committee in 1934 put the total 
housing requirements for the next ten years 
at nearly two million houses. The total 
number of existing houses in England, 
Wales and Scotland was about 10} million, 
and of these about 34 million had been built 
in the last 16 years. Personally, he thought 
it unlikely that, with economic conditions as 
they were, and the necessarily cumbersome 
machinery of housing legislation, the addi- 
tion of mew houses could be nearly as great 
as estimated, but there was no doubt that it 
would be so great as to alter the appearance 
of the country within our lifetime, and we 
should see new suburbs and satellite towns 
grow up on a large scale near the great 
cities. Our cities themselves would alter 
their appearance as old dwellings were super- 
seded by new types designed on modern prin- 
ciples and constructed with new materials. 
Bold experiments were being made in the 
planning of new towns and the replanning 
of old ones, and just at present most of our 


“large cities had one or more very large 


schemes in hand. 


Equipment. 

It was rae true that the design of 
houses had been influenced less by .the new 
materials and methods available than by the 
social changes which made people impatient 
with traditional ways of life and work. To- 
day, in planning, emphasis was placed on the 
work of the woman in the kitchen. Women 
had begun to ask themselves how their house- 
work could be made easier by scientific plan- 
ning, incorporating the mechanical services 
which were now available, and the kitchen 
was looked on as a compact comprehensive 
workshop arranged to suit the work required, 
and not to be used as a living-room as well. 

But labour-saving was not merely a ques- 
tion of careful lay-out. It was a question of 
equipment too. At this point the architect 
must consider the question of heat supply. 
In any kitchen heat was needed for cooking, 
for hot water, for clothes-washing, and even, 
nowadays, for refrigeration. When the heat- 
supply for these purposes was clean, flexible 
and reliable, as in the case of gas, it must 
obviously save much avoidable work. For 
the small house there is no doubt that in 
Scotland the equipment had been standard- 
ised at a very high level, as compared with 
either English or Continental standards, 
though everywhere an attempt had been made 
in the simplest way to provide all the essen- 
tial services. 

Describing the scullery or kitchenette in 
detail for one type 6f house provided for 
tenants removed from insanitary houses in 
Edinburgh, the lecturer said there was an 
ample window at which was placed an 
enamelled earthenware sink for washing 
dishes and a deep tub for washing clothes, 
each with hot and cold water; at the side 
was a good draining-board for laying dishes 
on. Between the two fittings was a special 
attachment for a wringer. From the ceiling 
was hung from pulleys a clothes-drying rack. 
On the outer wall was a concrete larder ven- 
tilated from outside and with a cold shelf 
below for vegetables, etc., the floor space 
underneath being useful for placing pails, etc. 
Where the coal-bunker was in the scullery, 
this stopped at a low door height, and the 
large shelf above was useful for large articles 
—¢.9., the wringer when not in use. On a 
wall placed so as to avoid draughts was a 
228-cooker of a small type specially designed 
for such houses, but giving the essential re- 
‘urements. To prevent accidents from small 


children playing with the taps, a special con- 
trol was placed on the supply pipe out 
of reach. This cooker was installed as part 
of the house and was worked from a coin 
slot-meter. A specially designed splash-plate 
of enamelled iron was fixed, not to the wall, 
but to the back of cooker, having a space 
behind, and so not forming a lodgment for 
vermin. 12,000 post-War houses owned by 
the Corporation all had gas installed. 

Referring to bathrooms, the lecturer said 
the gas industry was fortunate in havin 
several systems of hot-water supply whic 
could be adapted to the differing needs of 
different families. It had perfected both the 
storage and the instantaneous systems of 
water-heating. Each was subjected to thermo- 
static control, and could be made to feed 
several hot taps, both in the kitchen and the 
bathroom, with the prevention of heat 
wastage while ensuring a constant supply of 
hot water. Gas water-heaters of the latest 
type had already been installed in many 
working-class estates. 

The centrally heated house on the Ameri- 
can style had not made appreciable progress 
in this country. We still liked to see the 
source of heat in a living-room, and the early 
gas-fires were designed as an imitation of the 
accustomed coal-fire. Early examples had the 
defect of unduly heating and drying the air 
of a room. Science had produced gas-fires 
which were free from smell and which aided 
ventilation, while the old tradition of design 
had been broken and the design made to suit 
the architectural requirements from first 
principles, producing, for example, the panel 
type with a square of radiant heating surface 
set above the floor level and not combined 
with an unnecessary hearth. 


Tenement or Cottage? 

The present outlook on the question of the 
tenement or flat versus cottage for houses 
was interesting, and in assessing the value of 
the opinions on either side one must make 
allowance for tradition and custom. Both 
idealists and the most stern disciples of the 
steel-framed lofty tenement would agree that, 
all limitations of site and economics apart, 
the one-family dwelling in the form of the 
cottage with its own garden was the most 
satisfactory form of housing, and from many 
points of view the garden city of cottages 
with its works on the spot was the ideal 
solution. The fact, however, remained, that 
for many cities, the garden city or the satel- 
lite town were at present unattainable—had 
they been begun in 1919 all would have been 
different—and it was necessary to find houses 
for workers within reasonable reach of their 
work. Obviously this could not be done if 
densities of 8 or 10 to the acre were used, 
and some form of more intensive development 
was necessary. To some minds the architec- 
tural conception of steel-framed structures of 
imposing mass with their many storied floors 
rising among the clouds was an entrancing one ; 
but it was easy to lose sight of the human 
point of view. No doubt for many people 
the vertical arrangement of dwelling with 


elevators made an appeal, especially to those 


who had no children and who did not want 
the trouble of gardening, but the ordinary 
working-class family, in this country at 
least, did not like to live in skyscrapers. 
The Scots tenement, as evolved since the 
War, was perhaps one of the best examples 
of a happy mean. In Edinburgh, the ancient 
tradition, evolved from French influence and 
the exigencies of an area walled in for pro- 
tection against the enemy, was of a lofty 
tenement rising to as many as 13 stories and 
forming the prototype of the modern sky- 
scraper. Experience in later centuries as to 
risks from fire and danger from falling de- 
cayed masonry and loss of light and air 
from congestion resulted in legislation in 
the seventeenth century limiting the height. 
The post-War tenement was of moderate 
height—three, and sometimes four, stories— 


and of shallow depth lit throughout its depth. 
The individual staircase was always em- 
ployed. The type was distinctive—quite 
different from English and Continental types 
of tenements, both in internal planning and 
in general appearance. On the other d, 
cities like London and Liverpool with a 
tradition of low buildings were now building 
to heights departed from in Edinburgh many 
years ago. 

Every city must work out its own schemes 
to suit its own conditions, and there was no 
doubt that modern conditions of housing 
lay-outs demanded the use of various a 
of houses. The example of the new satellite 
town of Suresnes, near Paris, might be cited. 
In that, private houses of one and two 
stories, nA tenements up to five stories, were 
planned as a whole with perfect harmony. 

Much public interest had recently been 
centred on the rehousing plans of Man- 
chester, Birmingham, an ered Perhaps 
the most arresting part of the Manchester 
programme was the proposal to build a satel- 
lite city at Wythenshawe, with parkways to 
prevent ribbon development, a permanent 
agricultural belt, and large parks and open 
spaces. More than 5,000 houses had already 
been built there, or were in course of erec- 
tion; 20,000 more were scheduled for build- 
ing. By a decision of the City Couneil, 
Wythenshawe would be a smokeless town. 
Enamelled gas-cookers, wash-coppers, and 
gas-fires were installed in the majority of 
houses on this estate, and the open fires 
would use gas-coke instead of coal. 


THE 1935 FORM OF--BUILD- 
ING SUB-CONTRACT—II 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Author of 
“ The 1931 Form of Building Contract,” etc. 


Preamble. 

Arter providing for the insertion of the 
names of the parties between whom the con- 
tract is made, that is, the contractor and 
the sub-contractor, the preamble makes plain 
that the sub-contract is based on the main or 
oe building contract of 1931. In its 8th 
ine a schedule at the end is referred to 
wherein provision is made for the insertion of 
the names of the parties to the principal con- 
tract and the nature of the work to be carried 
out, also for the insertion of the name of 
the architect under the principal contract. 
By line 10 of the preamble, provision is 
made in the schedule for the insertion of the 
items in the principal contract (these are 
the “ contract works’) which it is agreed 
the sub-contractor shall execute, and these 
are they which are to be executed subject 
to the terms and conditions detailed in the 
sub-contract. 


If it be required to refer to any ditiwings, 
specifications or bills: of quantities, these 
should severally be detailed in the schedule, 
and the description of the work to be done 
under the sub-contract should embody all the 
work contemplated, so that no question may 
arise later as to. what items the sub-contractor 
is responsible for. The original contract 
document is usually kept by the general 
contractor; and the sub-contractor should 
retain a copy of it for his personal reference 
whilst carrying out the works. 

Since one of the documents constituting the 
contract must be stamped (see Stamps Act, 
1891), it is best that the contract form itself 
should be this one. If the contract is 
under seal, the stamp duty is ten shillings, 
and an offer under seal of any corporate body 
cannot be revoked. If it is not under seal, 
and the value of the works is £5 or upwards, 
the stamp duty is sixpence. 

What is Agreed between the Parties to the 
Sub-Contract. 

Clause 1.—Ezecution of Works to satiafy 
Contractor and Architect.—By this cause 
the sub-contractor is to execute the sub-con- 
tract works, together with variations thereof, 
ordered in accordance with the sub-contract, 
to the le satisfaction of the contractor 
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(198) N.F.B.C., Ball & Hope, 98, Avory, 
., said: “All variations are either extras 
or omissions, but all extras are not varia- 
tions.”* 

All additional works, not part of the sub- 
contract, must be the basis of a new sub- 
contract, and there is no implication that the 
prices in the original sub-contract are applic- 
able thereto, as a natural consequence; if 
this is intended it must be expressed. : 

It is right that the sub-contractor should 
conform to all reasonable rules which the 
contractor has put into force for the proper 
carrying out of the main contract work, as 
the clause requires. 

The sub-contractor is not to vary the work 
unless authorised to do so in writing by the 
contractor At the same time the contractor 
is to issae to the sub-contractor a copy of 
any architect’s instructions pursuant to the 
provisions of the principal contract which 
relate to the sub-contract works or any 
matter connected therewith (see clause 4c). 
And in every case the sub-contractor is to 
take his orders from the contractor (not from 
the architect). Any dispute or difference be- 
tween these two is reviewable by arbitration 
(see clause 18). 


Clause 2: Wages and Conditions. 


By this clause both the contractor and the 
sub-contractor bind themselves to observe 
the general rules as to the requirement, and 
amount, of wages both at the site of the 
works and the workshops in which part of 
the sub-contract work is aw and 
wherever that workshop may placed. 
Also to observe the conditions of employ- 
ment obtaining in the industry the subject- 
matter of the spb-contract. If there are no 
existing standards as to these wages and 
conditions, then the sub-contractor is to pay 
wages and observe the conditions generally 
current for the time being among employers 

in similar works in the district. 

It should be noted that the principal con- 
tract should always be examined so that any 
provision therein (as, for instance, a fair 
wages clause, such as appears in Government 
contracts and contracts of local authorities) 
may be embodied in the sub-contract. The 
sub-contract form as it stands does not pro- 
vide for this eventuality, since no such fair 
wages clause appears in the 1931 form of 
building contract; hence the sub-contract 
form under review is not affected in any 
way if the 1951 form is used. that is to say. 
no amendment therein is in this case required 
in respect to a fair wages clause.

“* While meticulous care is bestowed on the 
control of the purity of food and water for 
consumption, little control js exercised over 
the purity of far more essential ‘ free air,’ ” 
stated Lieut.-Colonel John du P. i 
D.S.0., Lecturer in Public Health at Edin- 
burgh University, who went on to say that 
statistical evidence showed a close relation. 
ship between death rates and atmospheric 
conditions. The number of deaths from pul- 
monary and heart diseases was shown to in- 
crease in direct, proportion to an increase in 
the intensity and duration of smoke-fogs.

**The problem of atmospheric pollution 
from coal smoke has occupied the attention 
of mankind for over five hundred years, and 

et it still remains unsolved,’”’ stated Dr. 

irkett Wylam, of the Department of Health 
for Scotland, another speaker. ‘‘ Other public 
health topics, such as water supply and 
sewage, have subjects for legisla 
tion, and. rapid advance has been made, but 
the position of smoke abatement has remained 
much the same for the past fifty years.” 
It had been stated, went on the speaker, with 
a great deal of justification, that the problem 
from industrial spoke had been largely solved 
und that the mam offender was the domestic 
consumer. The domestic fireplace probab 
caused about two and a half times as muc 
smoke pollution as the factory chimney, m 
spite of te fact that the domestic coal con- 
sumption was less than half of the total. The 
large industrial consumer must, for reasons 
of economy, obtain the most efficient combue- 
ton possible, and a smoky chimney repre- 
sen unnecessary expense. The 
boiler plant or factory was probably the worst 
industrial offender from the point of view of 
smoke emission. Often the plant was not 
of the most up-to-date type, and the fuel the 
cheapest procurable. e suppression of 
offence lay with the local _ itis, a 
vigorous campaign against undue smoke was 
usually acne if combined with tactful 
persuasion and assistance.

SCOTTISH CONTRACT 
CONDITIONS 


Ar a special meeting of the Council of the 
Royal Incorporation of Architects in Scot- 
land, held at 15, Rutland-square, Edinburgh, 
on September 24, Mr. Wm. B. Whitie, 
F.R.LB.A., President, in the chair, it was 
proposed that the whole matter relating to 


the conditions of contract be remitted forth- - 


with to the full and final decision of an inde- 
pendent arbiter to be nominated and ap- 

inted by the Secretary of State for Scot- 
and, and that public authorities, the Royal 
Incorporation, and the Building Trades 
Federation be all parties to the reference, on 
the footing that the 1915 conditions, on 
which the present conditions of all public 
authorities in Scotland are specifically based, 
meantime continue to be operated, subject 
in the case of private work to any particular 
adjustments or modifications which may be 
agreed between individual architects and con- 
tractors, until the new conditions are adopted, 
following above procedure. 

The basis of the arbitration would be the 
new conditions, which were agreed in final 
draft by the Joint Negotiating Committee of 
Architects and Contractors, but which were 
not. eventually adopted by the Royal Incor- 
poration, following submission of same fo the 
chief outside bodies interested. 

It is believed that the above procedure 
would prove both expeditions and to the 
ultimate general satisfaction of all parties
